Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

19  66. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General* s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
5,260  which  was  an  increase  of  230  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  85  (48  M.  37  F.)  which  ms  an  increase 
of  4  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate 
was  16.16;  when  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability 
Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  crude  rate  becomes 
19*39  and  was  higher  than  that  of  17® 7  for  England  and  Wales® 

.Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  10, 16  in 
comparison  with  that  of  15<>4  f°r  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  due  to:- 

Cardiac  failure  )  0  ,, 

Pulmonary  atresia  ) 

Prematurity  -  1  hour. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  23*53  compared  with  that 
of  19-0  for  England  and  "Wales. 

(The  above  figures  are,  however,  too  small  to  provide  valid  comparative 
rates)  . 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i®e®  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atelectasis, 
birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal 
factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
or  Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  63  (38  M.  33  F.)  and  the 
corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  11® 98,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  affords  comparison  with  other  Districts,  the 
adjusted  rate  was  10.30  in  comparison  with  that  of  11«7  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely,  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  these  there  were  38. 


Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  17 
of  those  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups;  1  between  45  -  54; 

7  between  55  -  64 :  6  between  65-74:  3  over  75  years.  Although 

the  chief  cause  is  still  obscure ,  the  majority  of  deaths  occur  amongst 
the  elderly  or  aged  and  it  would  seem  that  a  degenerative  process  is 
a  causal  factor,  although  this  might  not  explain  the  cause  of  deaths 
in  early  life. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  25  deaths,  in  the  following  age-groups: 

1  between  35  “  A4  years:  1  between  55  -  64:  3  between  65  -  74: 

3  over  75  years.  As  cancer  can  be  treated  with  success  if  a  diagnosis 
is  made  before  the  disease  is  too  advanced,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  patients  seek  medical  examination  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  4  (2M„  2  F. )  deaths 
in  the  following  age  •'■'groups:  2  between  55  -  64:  1  between  65  -  74: 

1  over  75  years.  The  usual  pattern  is  for  deaths  to  occur  in  earlier 
age-groups  than  most  other  forms  of  Cancer,  and  having  regard  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  District,  it  would  seem 
that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  is  a  precipitating  factor  amongst 
those  who  are  predisposed  to  the  disease,  keeping  in  mind  that  the 
majority  of  those  who  have  smoked  all  their  adult  lives  have  died  from 
other  natural  causes. 

Amongst  the  other  causes  of  death  there  was  no  exceptional 
mortality.  There  was  no  death  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 


Meas3.es 

Fifty  cases  were  notified.  This  infection  ’per  se*  is  not 
serious,  and  its  formerly  dangerous  complications  are  becoming  less 
frequent  and  if  they  do  occur,  are  treated  successfully  by  the 
Antibiotics,  excepting  Acute  Encephalitis  which  is  very  rare.  As  stated 
in  previous  reports,  it  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should  be 
statutorily  notifiable,  as  during  outbreaks  Practitioners 'who  are 
otherwise  fully  engaged,  have  little  time  to  make  these  notifications 
and  Office  Staffs  are  obliged  to  waste  their  time  in  the  registration 
and  disbursement  of  notification  fees. 

■Scarl.et  Fever 

Three  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this  infection  is 
mild  and  its  formerly  serious  complications  are  infrequent;  if  any  do 
occur,  treatment  by  the  Antibiotics  is  usually  successful. 

Dysentery_( Shigella  Sonnei) 

Three  cases  of  this  bowel  infection  were  notified,  but  there  are 
probably  many  more  throughout  the  area  Y\/ho  are  not  notifi.ed  as  the 
infection  which  causes  diarrhoea  for  several  days,  is  usually  mild;  in 
consequence  many  patients  do  not  consult  their  family  Doctors,  and  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  carrier  state  is  widespread.

REFORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


GENERAL 


During  the  year  the  Councils  decision  to  separate  the  offices 
of  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  was  implemented  on  1st  April. 
After  a  fairly  long  transitional  period  and  sick  leave  the  full  range 
of  environmental  health  inquisition  was  carried  out  until  November 
when  the  new  surveyor  left.  The  work  of  this  department  then  fell 
to  the  Ftiblic  Health  Inspector  with  a  consequent  loss  of  continuity. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  March  1967,  a  new  surveyor  has  been 
appointed  and  the  duties  of  surveyor  relinquished.

REFUSE  COLLECTIONS  AND  DISPOSE 

A  new  refuse  lorry  came  into  service  in  August,  1966  and  in 
October  after  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  whole  district,  the  service 
was  extended  to  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  all  premises* 
Additional  collections  are  made  during  the  summer  season  from  Hotels, 
Camps,  Restaurants  etc. 

The  disposal  tips  continue  to  be  unsatisfactory  although  with 
more  frequent  use  of  bulldozers  considerable  improvements  have  been 
achieved#  Efforts  to  find  a  site  suitable  for  proper  controlled 
tipping  should  be  continued.
